Law Students Need More Court Time 


VALPARAISO, Ind (U PI) — la w students could use 
a y e a r’s internship in a court m ore than need a third 
y ear in the classroom , form er U.S. Suprem e Court 
Justice Tom C. Clark said F riday. 
During a speech at a V alparaiso U niversity student 
convocation, 
he said that law students across the 
country need to be better prepared for trial work and 
m ore conscious of m aintaining ethical standards in the 
profession 
Clark suggested dropping the third y ear in law school 
in favor of som e practical courtroom experience am ong 
som e changes in teaching m ethods which he said could 
help 
im prove 
the 
im age of justice and 
the 
law 
profession 
He said ethics and professional responsibility should 
be taught with “ real zeal and enthusiasm in every law 
school " 
Clark 
father of form er U.S. Attorney G eneral 
Ram sey Clark and a form er attorney general himself — 
also said it was everyone's duty to im prove how others 
view the way justice is handled. 
“ It is (Air duty 
a ll of us . 
to protect, to support and 
improve the im age of justice in any way that we 
possibly c a n ,” he explained. 


To date, the expenditure of revenue sharing funds has 
dealt only slightly with the needs of the poor and aged. 
REVENUE SHAKING is, as you know, the return of 
federally collected tax money to state and local govern­ 
ment units to be used in activities ranging from the 
construction of ball parks to the purchase of uniforms for 
policemen. The law provides that revenue sharing funds 
must be used in one or more of eight “priority” 
categories. One category is listed as “Social services for 
the poor or aged" and includes food, clothing, shelter, job 
training, community action programs, and salaries for 
social workers and others who work in programs with the 
poor or aged. 
A study conducted by the Comptroller General to 
determine the extent to which general revenue sharing 
funds are being allocated to programs specifically and 
exclusively designed to benefit the elderly concluded that 
while the elderly over SS represent more than IO percent 
of the population and 28 percent of the poor, expenditures 
in their behalf amount to only about two-tenths of one 
percent of the total revenue sharing funds available. 
In cities of 500,000 to one million people, the amount of 
revenue sharing money used for social services fur the 
poor or aged amounted to only 4 percent. A distressing 
example is our own State Capital, Indianapolis. Since 
1972, Indianapolis has received $54 million in general 
revenue sharing funds and yet not one dollar has been 
designated for the social services for the poor or aged 
category. Therefore, based on the meager national 4 
percent figure, Indianapolis owes its elderly more than $2 
million in services! 
We have two alternatives lo achieve more equitable 
distribution of general revenue sharing dollars to benefit 
older Americans: we can seek greater safeguards ac­ 
tually assuring the earmarking of funds for the elderly 
under revenue sharing; or. we can encourage more 
aggressive action at the local level in channeling funds for 
such purposes. 
In assessing the current drift in general revenue 
sharing, it appears unlikely 
that extensions of the 
program w ill contain any provision for setting aside funds 
for specific purposes, including programs and services 
for older Americans, however appropriate such 
a 
pi oms ion might be in this instance It is more likely that 
we will havetorely un more aggressive action at the local 
level so that the p u blic-local aging groups in particular— 
can help decide how the funds will be used in each com­ 
munity. 
Current legislation to renew the federal revenue 
sharing 
program 
for 
another 
six 
years 
contains 
provisions to ban discrimination because of religion, age 
or handicap in programs using any revenue sharing 
funds. Although present law already bars discrimination 
by race, national origin or sex, some critics content it has 
not been enforced adquately. The new measure provides 
specific machinery for suspension of funds if a com­ 
munity is found to disciminate.

Dangers of Herbal Cigarettes 


A family argument needs 
your expertise. My daughter, 
Ii, and many at her friends 
smoke herbal cigarettes. I feel 
that not enough Is known about 
these cigarettes for me to give 
my sanction for her to continue. 
— Mrs. H.R., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
You are very wise to be wary 
of a problem that seems to be 
involving many young people 
throughout the country. 
Herbal cigarettes do not 
carry the Surgeon-General’s 
warning of potential danger. 
They should. For many of these 
cigarettes contain a large 
amount of chemicals that can 
cause unpleasant physical and 
emotional reactions, 
even 
hallucinations. 
There are, on the open 
market, more than 400 types of 
herbs and spices used in the 
form of teas or in cigarettes. 
These are available in health 
food stores and can even be 
purchased by mail order, by 
children of any age! 
Isn't it a paradox that such 
potentially dangerous sub­ 
stances are legally carried by 
“healthy food' stores? 
Dr. Roland Siegel, of the 
University of California School 
of Medicine, says, 
Many of 
these preparations contain 
substantial amounts of psycho­ 
active substances and their use 
has resulted in a number of 
intoxications 
that 
require 
medical attention." 
He flirter states, “While the 
use of herbal medicines dates 


back to ancient Chinese and 
early Greek practice, non­ 
medical experimentation with 
herbal intoxicants is having a 
recent revival as the users 
search for legal alternatives to 
the ever-increasing list of 
restricted drugs. 
“Most of these herbs are 
purchased for their apparent 
marijuana-like effects." 
So, Mrs. R., you can see that 
there is enough known” about 
these herbal cigarettes for your 
daughter to discontinue their 
use at once.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The direction 
tion taken by the next legislature on the state 
tax structure, highway m a i n t e n a n c e , 
governmental reorganization, pari-mutuel 
betting, the equal rights amendment and a 
substantial number of other decisions are at 
stake Nov. 2. 
The legislative races tend to be localized, 
but when the IOO representatives and the 25 
senators elected this year come together 
with the 25 holdover senators, they become 
a statewide catalyst for change or a 
protector of existing g o v e r n m e n t a l 
structure. 
Senate President pro tem Phillip E. 
Gutman. R-Fort Wayne, and S e n a t e 
ajority Floor Leader James A. Gardner, R- 
-Fowler, are among a significant number of 
veteran 
lawmakers who did 
not 
seek 
reelection. The decision of several individual 
legislators to cease their part-time and 
often demanding service left the way open 
for several new faces, or familiar faces in 
new settings. 
Democrats think they have a good chance 
of controlling the Senate this time — it was 
27-23 Republican in 1975-76 — because they 
have the advantage on holdovers held by the 
GOP two years ago. Sen Robert Fair, D- 
Princeton, a holdover, is considered a likely 
choice 
for 
president 
pro 
tem 
if 
the 
Democrats get control, while Sen. Martin 
Edwards, R-New Castle, is considered likely 
to succeed Gutman, if the GGP keeps the 
Senate. 
A 25-25 tie in the Senate would give 
significant cont. JI to the lieutenant governor 
and the party that wins the governor’s 
office. The lieutenant governor presides in 
the Senate. 
In the House. Speaker Phillip Bainbridge, 
D-Highland, may have a fight from Rep 
Michael K. Phillips, D-Boonville, if the 
Democrats retain the control they held by 
56-44 in the last legislature. Former Speaker 
Kermit Burrous, R-Peru, is likely to return 
to the podium if the Republicans win. 
Four present lawmakers and one nominee 


who are unopposed are as good as elected. 
They are Rep. Katie Hall, DGary, seeking a 
Senate seat, and Reps. Jewell 
Harris, 
DGary, Spencer Schnaitter, DMadison, and 
Dennis H. Heeke, D-Dubois, and Hayfield 
Fisher. D-Gary.

Laughing Matter

TOKYO (UPI) — Nobody cheered louder 
than Communist North Korea when the 
Arab oil countries put the United States and 
other capitalist nations through the wringer 
for huge petroleum price increases 
And nobody got smacked harder than 
North Korea in the recession that followed. 
In the boom just before the Arab oil 
boycott of October, 1973, mineral-rich North 
Korea enjoyed a profitable world market for 
her coal, tungsten, iron ore and other mining 
products 
Confident about the future, North Korean 
economic planners ordered large quantities 
of industrial machinery from the Soviet 
Union, Japan and other countries It was 
bought on credit, for the country’s 1971-76 
six-year economic plan 
When the bottom fell out of the raw 
materials market after the oil shock, the 
North Koreans found themselves with large 
debts and little money coming in. 
Currently President Kim ll S u n g ’ s 
government owes about $2 billion to foreign 
suppliers, including the Soviet Union, West 
Germany and Japan, according to an 
authoritative estimate published in the 
Japanese magazine Weekly Asahi. 
North Korea is steadily defaulting on 
payments, and feverishly negotiating with 
its creditors to get the debts extended 
The country is riot bankrupt, simply 
because governments do not go bankrupt as 
individuals and private businesses do But 
because of the defaults, creditor countries 
like Japan are not taking new business from 
Pyongyang. 
That will seriously effect North Korea’s 
ability to buy foreign industrial goods for 
her next economic plan slated to get under 
way in 1977 It could dampen her economic 
growth for a while 


North Korea is in debt about $260 million 


to Japan, her leading non-Communist trade 
partner Much of the debt is not yet due But 
Japanese in firms trading with Pyongyang 
say the North Koreans now are in default by 
about $60 million 
North 
Korea 
is 
seeking 
a 
twoyear 
extension of payments. The Japanese are 
willing to grant it — for a price. They want 
the interest rate jacked up to IO 45 per cent 
from the present level of 7.5 per cent. 
North Korea so far has refused to do this 
Another Japanese collection mission goes to 
the North Korean capital of Pyongyang later 
this month in an effort to work out a deal. 
Nortn Korea loudly supported the efforts 
of the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to raise oil prices, because Kim 
naturally champions Third World countries 
against the industrial West. 
In return, North Korea could count on 
their votes in the United Nations, where it is 
campaigning for a resolution for withdrawal 
of the 42,000 American troops stationed in 
South Korea 
Besides the depression in the minerals 
market, the North Koreans have made the 
unpleasant discovery that oil price increases 
apply to them too North Korea produces 
virtually no oil of its own It needs the stuff 
to fuel its military forces and its steadily 
growing industrial complex 
West Germany is reported to have cut off 
trade with North Korea over the default.

uncompleted The French are demanding to 
lie paid before they go on with the work. 
A debt extension settlement has been 
reached with Sweden, and the Koreans are 
trying to I et one with Finland 
Ironies’ y, wha would help most would be 
revival o prosperity in the capitalist West, 
which would drive up world minerals prices, 
and enable Communist North Koiea to make 
more money,

Business Today 
Get Them Talking

NEW YORK (UPI) — The American 
Management Association is trying to launch 
a concerted effort by business, labor, 
government and consumer groups to check 
and simplify the mushrooming growth of 
federal regulation. 
It has called a conference in Washington 
Dec. 1-3, to "get people from different 
sectors of our society closer together and to 
get them talking,” according to James L. 
Hayes, AMA president 
Hayes said reaction to the invitations has 
been excellent. 
“If we don’t do something to create more 
understanding," he said, "we may become 
hopelessly 
enmeshed 
in 
a 
maze 
o f 
misunderstanding, conflicting policies and 
decisions which, instead of helping the 
economy prosper or protecting the public 
interest, may cause stagnation and public 
unrest.” 
The meeting will be called the First 
National Forum on B isiness, Government 
and the Public Inter 
Hayes said he hop*.* it will take notice of 
two special problems: 
—The fact that being a regulator is fast 
becoming one of the most p o p u l a r 
occupations in American society, one which 
“draws a lot of good people but also creates 
a class of bureaucrats with too great 
powers.” 
—The rise of unionization of public service 
which appears to be making unnecessary 
much of the complicated structure of Civil 
Service built up in the past century. 
“Civil service, of course, should not be 


abolished,” he said, “but superimposing 
union bargaining on top of a complex civil 
service structure has created too many 
headaches. The civil structure ought to be 
simplified; 
personally 
I 
prefer 
union 
bargaining.” 
Hayes 
said 
the direct 
cost 
o f 
governmental regulation by 74,000 federal 
bureaucrats now is $3 
billion a year but 
that’s only the tip of the iceberg. State and 
local 
regulation 
and indirect costs 
of 
regulation to business and the public are 
much larger. 
Hayes cited as an example of regulation 
that has worked well, the auto safety rules 
and national 55-mile-an-hour speed limit 
which, he said, have cut highway deaths 
approximately in half. 
An example of conflicting regulations is 
the Occupational 
Safety and 
H e a l t h 
Administration's order to equip vehicles at 
construction sites with alarm signals coming 
up against another OSHA order requiring 
the workers threatened by the vehicles to 
wear earplugs to escape noise injury. 
Yet, Hayes said, many OSHA rules, those 
governing plants handling asbestos, for 
example, have been most beneficial. 
Speakers will be drawn from business and 
labor, 
government 
and 
public 
interest 
groups. 
Topics which will occupy the forum 
include the changing focus of legislation, the 
real cost of regulation, present trends in the 
legislative-regulatory process, the changing 
role of Congress, enacted vs. enforced 
legislation, prospects for national economic 
planning, privacy legislate, the growing 
need for business morality and more. 


Lighter Side 
Lunatic Fringes

WASHINGTON 
(UFI) — A new but 
apparently already outdated Gallup Foil this 
week showed President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter running almost even. 
Although the situation may have changed 
since the survey was taken, it illustrates 
why candidates must do more than cater to 
the large blocs of votes — big labor, big 
business, big minorities, etc. 
In a truly close election, some tiny faction 
that 
ordinarily 
swings 
little 
w e i g h t 
politically could be the decisive factor. 
One such group that bears close watching 
as election day draws nigh is the so-called 
lunatic fringe. 
Thus far, strangely, none of the major 
polls has bothered to determine which way 
this small but highly opinionated bloc is 
leaning 
In an effort to fill that void, I’ve* spent 
several days stalking the lunatic fringe with 
notepad and tape recorder. My findings in a 
moment. But first, a word about the 
difficulties of trying to take soundings along 
the periphery of the body politic. 
For one thing, the lunatic fringe is badly 
fragmented. A voter who is on the lunatic 
fringe of one issue may be at or near the 
center 
on 
other 
issues. 
This 
schizoid 
tendency is incompatible with coherent 
opinion sampling. 
Further 
clouding 
the 
picture 
is 
a 
reluctance on the part of many lunatic 
tongers to admit they are part of the lunatic 
fringe. In the absence of a saliva test, there 
is no scientific means of isolating and 
identifying fringe voters 


Within uiese limitations, however, there 
are several distinguishing traits that aid in 
recognition. 
Among 
the 
c o m m o n 
characteristics are: 


MUTTERING — Voters on the manic edge 
of any given issue tend to talk under their 
breath a lot, At nearly every campaign 
rally, part of the crowd will be mumbling to 
itself all during the candidate’s speech This 
usually is the lunatic fringe 


DECALS — Unlike the main segment of 
the body politic, which goes in strongly for 
political 
b u m p e r s t i c k e r s , lunatic 
fringerstend 
to 
stick 
decals 
on 
their 
windshields Or, if they don’t have autos, 
they stick decals on their sunglasses. 


SHOES — Above the ankles, lunatic 
fringers dress pretty much like everyone 
else But their footwear gives them away. 
Almost invariably, they wear shoes that are 
completely inappropriate for the occasion, 
sion. Deck shoes at dermal weddings, hiking 
boots at yacht parties, etc. 


So much for recognition factors. Now to 
the meat of my survey on the two main 
issues of the campaign 
On the lust issue raised by Flay boy’s 
interview with Carter, the lunatic fringe will 
support any candidate who promises to 
refrain from premarital and extramarital 
interviews. 


On the racial joke issue raised by Earl 
Butz, the lunatic fringe favors a return to 
the "little moron" jokes of the 194Us
